The incident occurred shortly be- 
fore 11 am, when Israeli planes 
were on a routine patro) over the 
Gulf of Suez, Egyptian plaves were 
sent up to intercept the patrol, but 
retreated soon after a dogtight deve- 
loped, The Mig, hit by Israeli fre, 
fell into the Gul’. The pilot did not 
parachute, and is thought to have 
gone down with his plane. 

This was the first clash between 
Israel and Egypt since June of !ast 
year, when two Egyptian Mig-21s 
were shot down over Romani in the 
Suez Canal region after having In- 
filtrated into Israeli air space. 

Since the Six Day Wer Egypt has 
lost @ total of 115 aireraft, while 
17 Israeli planes have been de- 
stroyed. 

The Post Arab Affairs Rcporter 
adds: 

The Egyptians yesterday ad- 
mitted losing a jet fighter, but 
claimed that one Israeli plane 
was also hit In the dogfight. 

Interrupting its regular pro- 
gramme, Cairo Radio quoted an 
army spokesman 2s saying that 
the dogfight took place at 2020 
am. after a formation of six 
Israeli planes attempted to pone- 
trate Egyptian 2ir space over the 
Gulf of Suez. “Our fighters took 
to the air and clashed with the 
intruding planes, hitting one of 
them and forcing the others to 
retreat eastward," the spokes- 
man said. He added that all but 
one Egyptian fighter returned to 
Dase safely. 


TWO HOURS LATER 

The Egyptian announcement on 
the dogfight came about two 
hours after the Israell army 
spokesman reported the Incident. 

Egypt's decision to intercept the 
Israeli patrol did not come as a sur- 
prise to observers here yesterday. 
“Ever since the students took to the 
atreets we have been expecting some 
military attempt to appease the 
masses,” one source said. 

The decision was also seen as 8 
manifestation of the pressure 
brought to bear on Egypt in the 
recent series of Arab League con- 
ferences held in Cairo. At the talks, 
both Syria and Libya issued blister- 
ing statements, denouncing the 
Egyptians for accepting the post- 
1967 status quo without offering 
even symbolic resistance. 

Tt is thought that Egypt decided 
to attack the Air Force patrol, rath- 
er than open fire along the Suez 
Canal, in the hope that a “legitt- 
mate” Egyptian act in the defence 
of the country’s air space would not 
give Israel reason for reprisal.

Syrians fire 
missiles at

The Syrians yesterday fired ἃ 
volley of Sagger anti-tank missiles 
at Israeli forces stationed near Na- 
fal Golan on the Golan Heights. 

There were no Israeli casualties 
and no damage was caused, Fire 
was retumed 7 : 

This was the first reported inci- 
dent along the Syrian frontier since 
February 8 when terrorists attacked 
an israeli patrol with bazookas, and 
the first clash with the Syrian army 
in over six weeks, 

The Sagger is the most compact 
οὗ the three anti-tank missiles in 
the Soviet ersenal, and until re- 
cently it was thought te be im use 
only in Warsaw Pact countries. 

The small, wire-zuided missile was 
first displayed by the Soviets ἐπὶ 
1965. Housing 2 holiow-charge war- 
head, 15 is powered by a solid pro- 
pellant rocket motor and by Nato 
ratings is thought to be potentialiy 
highly effective against most tanks. 

It is now known that both Syria 
and Egypt have been supplied with 
the missiles. They are thought to 
have arrived in Syria during the 
gigantic Soviet air-lift to that coun- 
try in ‘September last year, and 
were first used against Israell ar- 
mour on January 7, during a 14- 
hour artillery clash along the Golan 
Heights. 

The Sagger must be guided by 
hand and eye after ‘t is fired — 
8. process demanding coordination 
and sophisticated training techniques 
the Syrians have obviousty not 
managed to master yet. The Soviets 
themselves have apparently had dif- 
ficulty in training personnel to use 
the missiles efficiently. 

In Damascus, an army spokesman 
said thot yesterday's clash came 
after an Israeli engineering unit, 
eupported by armour, crossed the 
cease-fire line and began building a 
road in the demilitarized zone. The 
unit was intercepted by Syrian for- 
ces which destroyed two tanks and 
α bulldocer, the spokesman said. 


R.A.F. urged to adopt Israel methods

LONDON. ~ The Isreei Air Force 
has almost es many aircraft aa Bri- 
tain's Royal Air Force, and oper- 
ates them with only 10 per cent of 
the R.A.F.s permanent staff, accord- 
ing to a new study of Britain's mili- 
tary meeds to be published today. 


Israel's manpower savings are 
made through a "very advanced sys- 
tem of reserve ability and conscrip- 
tion,” the atudy, made by the Con- 
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servative Party's parliamentary de- 
fence committee notes. 

This use of reserve forces leads 
the authors, headed by Sir John 
Peel, to recommend that the British 
Army should investigate “the feasi- 
bility of relying on reserve forces 
on simitar nes to those of Israel.” 

While recommending that the size 
of Britain's standing army of 372,000 
regulars be maintained, the report 
advocates strengthening the effective 
reserve force of 130,000 along the 
pattern of Switzerland and Israel.

HAIFA. — All 33 suspects in the 
Arab-Jewlsh espionage ring un- 
covered last December have now 
been formally indicted and remand- 
ed in custody until the end of the 
legal proceedings against them. 
Yesterday, a District Court judge 
here ordered the detention of 27 
suspects, including four Jews. The 
other six accused — the alleged 
ringleaders — are already on trial. 

After ordering the 27 men re- 
manded in custody until after their 
trial, Judge Emanuel Slonim set the 
dates for the beginning of their 
trials. 

One of the suspects — Mahmud 
Hawari, 40, of Tarshiha, accused 
of fafling to inform the authorities 
although he knew of the existence 
of the spy ring — wil} be tried 
separately, beginning on March 6. 
The trials of the remaining 26 will 
begin on March 11, with the arraign- 
ment and filing of pleas. 

Yesterday's group of 27 suspects 
were brought to court under heevy 
guard in four separate groups, hand- 
cuffed in pairs. The procedure start- 
ed at 8.30 am. with the arrival in 


‘court of the first group of 13, and 


lasted until nearly 2 p.m. 

The first group included three 
Jews — David Kupfer, 26, of Bat 
Yam; Yehezkel Coben, 30, of Bnel 
Brak; end Mali Lerman, 27, of 
Kiron. They spoke freely with 
reporters in the courtroom and con- 
ceeded that the conditions of their 
detention were not as bad a3 some 
had claimed at first (Rami Livneh 
had claimed — through his father, 
Rakah Knesset Member Avraham 
Levenbraun — that he had been 
tortured with electric shock). They 
said they had been allowed to play 
football and had accasionally re- 
ceived newspapers. 

The only one of the 13 suspects 
in this first group who was not re- 
presented by a lawyer was Cohen, 
who was allegedly given the job of 
heading a Tel Aviv cell of the pro- 
Syrian spy ring. Judge Slonim sald 
he had until March 11 — the date 
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set for the beginning of the trial 
-- to get himself a lawyer, or the 
court would appoint one. 

The second group of suspects was 
brought in about 10 am. and in- 
cluded Livueh, 27, of Tel Aviv. (Liv- 
neh's father, Mr. Levenbraun, was 
among the few spectators in the 
courtroom yesterday.) The rest of 
the suspects followed about noon, 
except for Hawari, who was Indicted 
and remanded separately, after all 
the others. 


In the case of ali 27 the judge 
accepted the request of Assistant 
District Attorney Avigdor Ravid to 
remand the suspects until the com- 
pletion of the legal proceedings 
against them. 

Felicia Langer, counsel for several 
of the accused, had opposed the 
remand and asked that her clients 
be released on bail. She argued that 
she had grounds for assuming her 
clients would be acquitted and claim- 
ed the prosecution had not detailed 
the charges against them. But Judge 
Slonim asked her to reconsider her 
request and finally remarked that

BEIRUT. — The Shah of Iran 
tipped off Pakistani authorities 
that the Iraqi embassy in Islam- 
abad was secretly bringing arms 
into the country, 8 Lenanese 
Magazine said yesterday. 

According to a report, in "Al 
Hawadess,” the Shah passed on 
the information obtained by his 
intelligence service when he visit- 
ed Pakistan two weeks ago. 

The Pakistani police last week 
raided the Iraqi embassy in 
Islamabad and discovered a large 
cache of weapons — including 
over 300 sub-machineguns and 
60,000 rounds of ammunition. 

Pakistan said the arms cache 
was uncovered by accident after 
police at the airport became sus- 
Picious when a round of ammuni- 
tion fell from a crate addressed 
to the embassy. 

The Lebanese report implied 
the arms were destined for a 
separatist movement in Baluchi- 
stan, which straddles the Iran-

In 1941, Charles and Εἶνε Witten- 
berg, were living in Lens in the 
Pas de Calais near the Belgian 
border. Getting wind of a German 
plan to have all Jews registered, 
they pleaded in vain with the Jew- 
ish community's leaders to en+ 
courage people to leave for free 
zones and to avoid registration as 
much as possible. But that summer 
the Jews of Leus lined up at the 
Town Hall, “elbowing each other 
to get registered first eo that they 
could quickly return to their buai- 
nesses,” 


In June 1942, Wittenberg recalla, 
there was a second registration of 
Jews, who within the next two 
months were deported to Auschwitz 
— except those with French na- 
tionality and people Uke the Witten- 
bergs, who had never registered. 


The couple were already involved 
in underground activities, reporting 
troop movements and other informa- 
tion gathered from contacts with 
German officers. Wittenberg got a 
job in a foundry in a town near 
Arras as “camouflage,” but in 
May, 1942, four inspectors from the 
Vichy police, “a special division of 
the Gestapo,” came to the couple's 
apartment to arrest Wittenberg. In 
& search they found an envelope 
which contained incriminating Reais- 
tance documents. Mra. Wittenberg 
whispered to the officer who held 
the envelope not to open it, as it 
contained her love letters from an- 
other man. The trick worked and 
‘Wittenberg was released in under 
δ week through “his wife's su- 
preme efforta” and with the aid of 
8 “known collaborator” who wag 
actually a member of the under- 
ground. Ά
